evaluating information contained within the received first initiator frame to 
determine if the second device is operating as on e of th e f i rst typ e a data terminal 
equipment device or th e second type of LAPB a data computing equipment device: 

if it is determined that the second LAPB device is operating as th e f i rst typ e of 
LAPB a data terminal equipment device, initiating operation of the first LAPB device as 
the s e cond type of LAPB a data computing equipment device: and 

if it is determined that the second LAPB device is operating as th e s e cond typ e of 
LAPB a data computing equipment device, initiating operation of the first LAPB device 
as the f i rst type of LAPB a data terminal equipment device.
